In Serving Writ of Execut . ion on Dr. 


Physician’s Wife While His Assist- 

ane Holds Her Arms—Justice Everett

Charged with striking a woman while her 
arms were pinoned to her sides by his burly 
assistant, Constable Louis Greenberg was 
fined $50 and costs by Justice John C. Everett 
yesterday. e woman beaten was Mrs. 
Luella Tedtman, wife of Dr. Gustave Tedt- 
man of 426 State street. Justice Everett in 
fixing the punishment severely scored Green- 
berg and pronounced the assault 
affair.“ 

Having been directed to serve owt of 


Tedtman, Constable Greenberg. accompanied 
by two assistants, one of them being a for- 
mer policeman named Greenfield, went to the 


43. The Tedtmans reside in an apartment in 
the rear of the doctor’s office. 
When the constable walked into the office 
and made known his business Dr. Tedtman 
informed him that he had scheduled all his 
property, and he would be unable to serve the 
writ Then Greenberg, it is declared, became 
abusive and the three men closed in on the 
doctor in a threatening manner. Their loud 
talk and the disturbance they raised attract- 
ed the attention of Mrs. Tedtman. 
Helpless Woman Is Struck. 

Thinking her husband was being held up, 
as she testified in court yesterday, she seized 
her husband’s revolver and hed to his 
office. As she entered Greenfield, who had 
heard her coming, jumped to her, according” 
to the testimony, and pinioned her arms to 
her sides, while Constable Greenberg struck 
her. The other assistant, it is said, stood be- 
tween Greenberg and Dr. Tedtman. The con- 
stable then wrenched the revolver out of Mrs. 
Tedtman’s hand.

Then Greenberg, it is charged, struck her a 
second time. After Dr. Tedtman had inter- 
fered and told his wife not to resist Greenberg 
served the writ and seized the property. 
They then left without carrying out their 
threat of calling a patrol wagon and putting 
the woman in irons. 


Secures Warrant for Greenberg. 

Dr. Tedtman at once swore out a warrant 
for Constable Greenberg’s arrest before Jus- 
tice Richardson, and it wasserved. Thecase 
Was set for hearing, but the defendant asked 
for and obtained a change of venue. The 
case was sent to Justice Martin, where it was 
continued for ten days. When it was called 
yesterday the complainant took a change of | 
venue and the case was sent to Justice Ev- 
erett, where it was tried. 

A jury was waived and the case was tried 
before the court. Dr. Tedtman and his wife 
told their stories of the assault and recited 
‘the actions of Constable Greenberg and his 
assistants while in the doctor’s office. 

Greenberg testified in his own behalf and 
denied all the statements of the witnesses for 
the plaintiff. He admitted wrenching the re- 


elared he did ni en Greenfield 
was sworn he testified that he was employed 
by Greenberg to assist him and to Keep his 
boss from being assaulted.’ He, too, denied 
the assault, but admitted that there was some 
Mind of a “ rumpus.” 

After Justice Everett had heard all the tes 
timony he turned to Greenberg. 


Greenberg Scored and Fined. 

„ am satisfied that you struck this 
woman,” said the court. The assault was 
unwarranted and brutal. Your actions were 
unmanly, not taking into consideration your 
position as an officer of the law. For punish- 
ment I will fix your fine at $50 and costs.” 

While Justice Everitt was reviewing the 
evidence in the case Constable Greenberg 
sat smiling and apparently confident of an 
acquittal. When he realized that the de- 
cision was against him the smile left his 
face. As he heard the size of the fine he 
looked distressed. 

Greenberg took an appeal to the ‘Circuit 
Court and gave a bond twice the size of the 
fine and costs. 

„ He shall be punished, and if it takes 
every dollar I have in the world,” said Dr. 
Tedtman last night. „My wife was ill for a 
week after the attack. I shall take the mat- 
ter up before Judge Carter on his return to 


the city.”

SIX CABINS ARE DESTROYED. 


Pierce City, Mo., Aug. 20.—[Special.}—The 
re of terror in Pierce City ended today 
at noon and tonight not a negro remains 
within the city limits, except two raliréad 
porters just in from runs. Three have been 
killed and more than thirty families were 
driven out of town with a warming never to 
return. 

For fifteen hours most of the white citizens 
of Pierce City have been under arms, Last 
night Will Godley, accused of murdering 
Miss Gazelle Wild, was hanged to the piazza 
of the Lawrence Hotel and his grandfather, 
French Godley, was riddled with bullets. 
Today the mgb cremated Pete Hampton, an 
aged negro, - his house and burned the 
homes of six other negroes. 

The mob stole rifies from the local armory, 
and, armed with them, is still searching for 
the fleeing blacks; who have taken to the 
mountains. Several, who have borne bad 
reputations, will be killed if caught. 


Negroes Are All Exiled. 
Tyne citizens of Pierce City declare no ne- 
gro shall ever Ive here again. Most of the 
refugees are making throngh the woods to 
Joplin, as Monett, the nearest tomn, has for 
years refused to permit a negro to reside 
there. Acrpss the main street of Monett for 
years there has been a sign reading: Nig- 
ger, don’t let the sun go down,” and no ne- 
gro has been permitted to/remain inside the 
corporation after dark. -The mob leaders de- 
clare the same conditions will prevail here. 
Citizens lare no negro porters will be 
allowed to run through here on trains, and 
it is probable the Frisco line will have to 
change porters at Springfield hereafter. To- 
| day a shot was fired into a train, and it is 
supposed to have been aimed at the porter. 
After last night's scenes it was supposed 
the town would quiet down, but the mob was 
determined no black should. remain. A large. 
party, armed with the rifles stolen from the 
armory, made a descent upon ‘the negro 
quarters. Most of the negroes had already 
fied. The mob opened fire on the cabins, 


and Pete Hampton, who was mentioned as 
being implicated in or having knowledge of 
the murder of Miss Wild, was cremated. 


Think Innocent Man Was Lynched. 

It is now believed that Will Godley, who. 
was lynched, was not the real culprit. A 
negro. named Starks, under arrest at Tulsa, 
I. T., across the border from here, tallies 
exactly with the description of the murderer. 
He is held there awaiting identification. 
Unless the man is brought back here it 1s 
believed there will be no further trouble. If 
returned here he will surely be lynched. 

The funeral of Miss Wild took place today 
and was witnessed by several thousand 
people. 

Texas Mob Burns Negro. 

Gainesville, Tex., Aug. 20.—[Special.]—Abe 

Wilder, a negro, who murdered Mrs. Cald-

Case Discovered Two Weeks Ago. 

The existence of a case of leprosy in St. 
Louis was discovered nearly two weeks ago 
by Dr. M. F. Engman of the St, Louis Poly- 
clinic and the victim was at once placed in 
confinement on the second floor of the ok 
City Hall. The best-known dermatologists 
and general practitioners of the city visited 
the patient and all were convinced of the cor- 
rectness of Dr. Engmah’s diagnosis. 

The principal manifestation of the disease 
at present is in the existence of “‘ anesthetic 
areas on the patient’s body. On these parts 
of the body hot irons can be applied without 
causing pain, and the flesh is insensible to 
the prick of needles. | 

Five years, or a longer time, may elapse 
before the final stage of the disease, and the 
period of suffering is often long drawn out. 
With proper care Dong Gong may liveten or 
fifteen years. His house will cost about $600, 
and it will cost the city between $1 000 and 
$1,300 a Year to care for him.

STATE WILL SUE SUE ‘COMPANY.
